D.C. Youth Orchestra Comes 


to Foggy Bottom 


The place to be on May 26th is 26th Street. 
The FBA plans to obtain a police permit to block 
off the portion of 26th St. adjacent to the little 
park on Sunday afternoon, May 26th; at 2 p.m. on 
that day, the D.C. Youth Symphony Orchestra will 
repeat its May 24th Spring Concert (see next 
month’s FBNews for the program). 


Not quite seven years old, the Orchestra Pro- 
gram—open to every child in the Washington metro- 
politan area—has achieved major successes: the 
Symphony Orchestra, its apex, is already consid- 
ered to be a fine ensemble; and hundreds of young- 
sters from varying backgrounds have had the oppor- 
tunity for exposure to superior musical training. 
The Program, which was founded by the Sym- 
phony’s conductor, Lyn G. McLain, has been hailed 
as one ambitious answer to the problem of over- 
coming the barriers of de facto racial and cultural 
segregation in urban areas. 


Mr. Earle Jones, Chairman of the Orchestra’s 
Tutorship program, extends this invitation to FB 
residents: “I would like very much for as many 
members as possible of your organization to visit 
the Symphony and other units at rehearsal [any]

FARMERETTE 


When I began talking about a garden on our 
balcony, my work-avoiding husband countered with 
talk of a hanging out there. This reminded me of 
his grandmother’s hanging basket, filled with rose 
geranium and fern, and the beautiful plant baskets 
of brass we had seen at Capper’s Nursery just west 
of the Beltway and Tyson’s Corners on Route 7 in 
Virginia. 

Some hanging baskets are “‘soilless,” with fern 
or flowers growing from sphagnum moss. The 
plants have the sphagnum moss carefully tucked 
about the rootlets and firmed into the basket. Tay- 
lor’s Encyclopedia of Gardening (at any library) 
gives all the details, including those concerning the 
self-watering basket made of cast iron. These have 
a tank bottom and center standpipe to take the 
water. 


Dwarf nastertium, sweet alyssum, English ivy, 
saxfridge and Vinco minor all do well in baskets. 
Place the bushy plants near the center and the trail- 
ing sorts around the rim. Water daily.

Grandmother Land’s basket was all wire and 
completely lined with woods-gathered moss (green 
side out - roots in) which kept growing until the 
wire was obscured by the velvety green. Woods 
fern planted in sphagnum moss arched like a foun- 
tain spray over it all. 

In addition to hanging baskets, Capper’s Nurs- 
ery has the redwood tubs on casters for the “‘port- 
able” tree we talked about last month. 


Seasonal Notes: Thin out your plants started 
from seed by transplanting to paper cups. “Prick” 
the seedlings out carefully with a “dibble” (a sharp- 
ened pencil will do) and plant them in holes formed 
in the soil by the pointed pencil. Fertilize bi- 
monthly (1st and 15th to help your memory) with 
a water soluble fertilizer. Rapid GRO is one that 
comes as a green powder and dissolves instantly.
